CLASS  HISTORY 


We  are  drawing  back  the  curtains  of  time  so  that  you  may  see  the  role  that 
the  Class  of  1956  has  played  in  Goshen  Central  School  during  the  last  four  years. 

Act  I:  The  scene  opens  on  September,  1952,  on  fifty -odd  pea -green 
freshmen  being  overwhelmed  by  the  wonders  of  higher  math,  foreign  language, 
the  complicated  typewriter,  and  the  magic  of  being  treated  as  mature  high 
school  students.
